opinion than we. ,we Proteſtants build 
—_ no other rock but thar which is common to all 
the faithfull from the beginning, even God himſelfe, 
who is prims veritas tbe firſt ruth and upon his word 
of promiſe made in Chriſt the promiſed ſeed ; and we 
are founded on the Prophers and Apoſtles, who are 
the common foundation both to all the fathers in the 
old Teſtament, and toall Chriſtians in the time of the 
Goſpell. But you build upon a new rocke, even the 
Pope of Rome, whom yee call the univerſall Biſhop 
fieting in Peters chaire, a foundation which all the 
faithfull forefathers before the comming of Chriſt 
were ignorant of, and never heard or dreamed. Nei- 
ther did the firſt Chriſtians in og Church 
for divers hundred of yeeres after Chrift acknowledge 
any ſuch name or title ; but even Gregorie the Great, a 
Bilhop of Rome, who lived 5 60. after Chriſt, 
condemned it as a note of Antichriſt and his fore- 
runner, as by his epiſtles is manifeſt, Thirdly, though 
divers ſets of Anabaptiſts, Familiſts,and Enchuſalts, 
men of fanaticall ſpirits, have growne up like tares in 
the field of the reformed Churches, who follow their 


owne private fancies, imaginations, and divers inſpi- 
ns of Satan, which = no warrant from t 
Scriptures, bur are contrary to the written word: yet 
they are not of us, we renounce their ſociety, and ex- 
pell them'our of our Churches,and ſay of them as the 
Apoſtle _ m— ah ara he wry 
were wot of ws. Andas for the interpretations of 
obſcure Scri which Zuther, Calvin, and other 
learned nien have lately found out, and doe finde out 
daily, which were not knowne of renmuneny 
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expoſitors themſelyes ; but becauſe we finde them to 
be agreeable co the otiginall text, and to other plaine 
places of the ſame Scriptures, and to containe the 01d 
and common doftrine of Chriſt, and his Apoſtles and 
Prophets, which hath beene beleeved and embraced 
in all ages of all trace Chriſtians : Bur a great number 
of the articles of the Romith religion concerning 
| Image-worſhip, Canonization of Saints, Purgatorie, 
Pardons, Indu)gences, T ranſubſtantiation, Maſking, (a- 
crificing for RE and ſuch _ they are builded 
vpon private vitions, apparitions,dreames, imaginati- 
pen. fancies of Friers, and upon lingular infra 
ons of Monks, and other doating perſons {laviſhly 
devoted to your ſuperſticions, ſo that the Popiſh ſpirit 
is indeed the ſame with the private fanaticall ſpirit of 
Anabaptifts and Enthuſtaſts, as plaine reaſon and ex- 
pericnce doe ſhew.
